In addition, 3Si/2 eontinuss to reoeive 
repoarts, mainly from legBl travelers and reemt innigrants frcm the 
Baltie Statas, whioh point vq? the dieep»rooted antl*8ovlet, anti^^oBBamlst 
and even openly j^<>Aaen«an attitudes of Soviet Balts.

e. Bieeat reports from the Biltie «ieea that certain 
staple foods are belag hoarded, that deportations 
of entl*aovlet elemwette in otBable aunhers is fraured, 
and that the mllltaxy eoasoription iwogran le beilng 
etepped«up, all ladieate the pr^lUousnets of the 
present mramat, end pmshahly the fereseei^le future, 
for an increese in the propaganda effort directed 
teuard the Baltic area* 
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f . It Is iUGreaslngly evident that unhindered Soviet 
propaganda over the years may pz*oduee an apathy^ 
partieularly among the younger generation of Balts, 
toward oonditlons of Baltic life oMer the Soviet 
system. Ibis maiees even moxe imperative an inoreased 
effort to let the captive Balts koew that they have 
not 'been forgotten the West or the free world Baits, 
fhay most be told how the free world regards their 
plight, and how the Whited States alsuada in regard 
to not ^ly the Baltie <2uestlon but on every other 
Issue of Intematloaual sigolfiesnec. ^Ir desire 
for InSspei^eBee from the ttSSH, their feeUngs of 
natloftfdlSiB end their pride in their rich heritage 
imiit be te^pt alive. 

BsoogalBlng, from a 01«propagu>da viewpoint, the valldily of 
the Baltie issue and ths potential b«isflt8 possible from Its esploltatlon, 
81^8/Baltie^s unified 61 program, in ths tbres atteehsd projeots, will 
esg^it that issue as fully as possible under our preMnt eiroumstanoes.
